With his stock and equipments be has not 
less than $250,000 invested in farming 
here. To cultivate this enormous plot of 
grounds requires the labor of about 100 
horses, and an almost equal number of 
men notwithstanding the owner has se- 
cured all of the latest improved machinery 
lor agricultural purposes. 


Two years ago Colonel Reynolds con- 


ceived the idea of combining a number of 
his farms into one, and eight of the largest 
were selected for the purpose of the experi- 
ment. The owner purchased all the stock 
and machinery, and installed John C. 
Miller, then President of the 13ellefont« 
Councils, as overseer. In order to give the 
beet control over the entire domain, 
special telephone service was created from 
the overseer's mansion to every tenant 
house on tbe farm, and each morning the

He was born at 
Hampton, Adams county, and was for 
some timeiuterested iu evangelistic work 
in the East. 


About fjfteeu years ago he went West. 


During bis work among the red men Mr. 
Wolfe, at oue of his revival meetings, 
met the woman who ia now his wife. 
Mrs. Wolfe is of Indian extraction and 
was educated at Xortbliald Summary. 
She has been of great assistance to her 
husband iu his labors and through then- 
joint exertions they have founded an or- 
phanage for children of the Cherokees. 


The orphanage ban been, es ablished 


about ten years and is industrial in char- 
acter. 
The boys are taught various 


trades, farming aud the elementary 
branches of learning. Among the Indus 
tries aie a printing ollice and a wood- 
working shop. 


From the income derived from the sala 


of manufactured articles and the pro- 
ducts of the farm, which covers an area 
of about 1 200 acres, the home is piactic- 
ally self-supporting and, with occasional 
donations from charitable persons, Mr.

years ago about 2,000 settled there, the 
next year about o.OOO and last spring 
another 8,001). The settlers have met 
with many discouragements and some 
iiave returned punmless. 
Good crops 


during the past year, however, have lent 
some encouragement, and it is thought 
that the present effort in Indiana will 
result in many leaving present homes for 
t.he colony grounds. It is said that the 
efforts in the direction of Dakota are for 
the purpose of controlling legislation in 
the State. 


Pennsylvania Game Laws. 


OploluiiK of Geueral Interest From the At- 


torney-General's Ortlee. 


The State Board of Game Commis- 


sioners recently submitted the following 
questions to the Attorney General solic- 
iting his opinion thereon: 


1. l)o taxidermists, under the act of 


June 4,1807, who mount birds for cus- 
tomers, have to take out permits to col- 
lect for scientific purposes ? 


2 Do collectors or naturalists who 


have cabiuets of skins or collections of 
mounted birds, and who may buy speci- 
mens, killed since Juno 4, 1S97, by the 
possession of same (specimens), which, 
when properly labeled, are marked with 
locality and date when collected, render 
themselves liable to prosecution if they 
do not have permits y 


3. Can squirrels and rabbits be offered 


for sale in open season ? 


4. Are the special laws—i. e. of Tioga, 


Huntingdon and Hertford counties—re- 
pealed by the act of June 4, ISO" ? 


5. Is the special act of 1'ike county, 


passed before our present constitution 
went into effect, repealed by the present 
law of J897 ? 


In rendering his opinions, which have 


just been announced, Deputy Attorney 
General Reeder says: 


Vour lirst and second questions may 


be answered together. Section 2 of the 
act of June 4, Ib!l7, provides, among 
other things, as follows : ".Xor suallauy 
iwrson purchase or have in possession or 
expose for sale auj of the aforesaid song 
or wild birds or the ga.ue mammals kill- 
ed or taken m thib S'ate, except as here- 
inafter provided. » * Certificates may 
be granted by the B lard of Game Com- 
mi&Bioners ot the Commonwealth to any 
properly accredited persons ot the age ot 
lifteen years or upward, permitting the 
holder lueieot to colltct biids, their nesls 
or eggs, or game mammals for strictly 
scientilie puiposes '' 


Such permit can be acquired only after 


riling a bond and paying a certain speci- 
fic fee, as provided in said act of Assem- 
bly, aud the per.uit shall continue for 
uue year only. Inasmuch as the act of 
Assembly lot bids any person to pmcliaix) 
ur have in pos.ession or expoee for ea'e 
any such birds as are enum-m'ed in th j 
second section of said act, it would be 
neceaaaiy tor every taxidermist and every 
collector ojenlioued iu your flrat aud sec- 
ond questions to have a license or permit 
from tue Board ot Game Cjmuiiisicners, 
,is provided iu said act ot Assembly. 


In answer to your third inquiry you 


are advised that tnrre is nothing m the 
said act of June 4, I.syr, that prevents 
any person from olTuiiug for sale in the 
open season squirrels and rabbits. There 
is some confusion iu the act of Assembly 
un this question, inasmuch as the second 
diction provides thai no person shall ex- 
pose tor sale any of the suu^ birds or 
gauie mammals taken in th:s Siatp, while 
-he lil'tli section ausciliea what game shall 
not be trapped tor the pnrpjse of soiling 
and also specific what g.nie shall not be 
purchased for the purpose ot again being 
iold. Trie gamu Ihu3 enumerated and 
thus ptohisited troiu being bought aud 
aold does not include rabbits and squir- 
rels. It is a fimiliar rule of construc- 
t.on— and particulaii} so in penal stat- 
utes—that the expression ot one class is 
the exclusion of auothtr. 


When, therefore, tae Legislature spec- 


ified by iiaine tin various classes ot game 
and birds that m'g'it tin! be said, and 
did not include in snc'i classillca'ion 
either squirrels or rabbits, the natural 
auil leasouable construction is that sucu 
^luiuvls aud labbits might legally b9 
bought and sold during tiie season pie- 
sjnbed by the act o;' Assembly.

If aiilli 'lent care be 
taken so as to time the fretting and milk- 
ing that the milk sl.Hil be drawn not less 
than 30 or 12 hoius after undesirable 
fodder has been eaten there will be slight 
danger of contamination of tbo milk by 
it. Whereas, if milking occur within 
three or four hours after feedint; Ihe 
milk will be strongly impregnated 'with 
the undesirable, tlavor. Taking advan- 
tage of this, and feeding cows' immedi- 
ately before or irnrnediaiely after milk- 
ing, dairymen tue often enaWrd to leeil 
large quantities of turnips and eveu on- 
ions without, danger of contamination of 
the milk.—Jndumn. Fnrnnr

JPlOWJQfG AND MANURE. 


A PI.EA VOR THE CjAKEFCI, PREPARA- 


TION OF THE SOU,. 


The plowing of the land in spring is an 


ordinary matter to farmers, yet it is the 
most important work performed, for tlie 
renson that the growth of the crop and 
the yield depend on the Best preparation 
of the soil. The amount of moisture, 
warmth and supply of plant food is reg- 
ulated according to the capacity of the 
soil to absorb, retain and yield to the 
crops the desired elements necessary to 
complete growth. The time has been 
when potatoes were planted in the sod, 
Brat laying off the rows and cultivating 
the crops after the plants appeared above 
ground, and it may be added that good 
crops have been secured in that manner. 
Nevertheless, better results have been 
obtained when the land was plowed and 
then worked over until it became fine. 
In proof of the fuct that the careful 
preparation of the soil increases theyield 
it is well known that a garden plot will 
produce more than a fleld, although the 
land of the Bold may be fully as rich in 
plant food as the garden plot, but the 
difference is that the preparation of the 
soil for a garden is usually complete, and 
when the fleld is treated in the same 
manner it will not fail to show the effects 
of the better preparation. 
The founda- 


tion upon which all good crops are built 
is the land, and the beginning of tlie 
crop is when the land is plowed. 


MANURING FOR CROPS. 


Plowing in the manure is one method 


of working it into the soil, but all farm- 
ers do not plow their land the same depth 
or turn under their manure in the same 
manner. If tlie manure is too deepsome 
time must elapse before the roots of the 
plants will get down to it. It will not 
be very long before the plants will flnd 
the manure ana utilize it, but early in 
the year it is very important that such a 
crop as corn should get a good start, and 
t.he loss of a week at the beginning may 
have an effect ou the crop should the 
season come on dry. IE the manure is 
spread on the surface and then worked 
into the top soil with the harrow the 


:g plants will be enabled to use it 


from the start, and the harrow will also 
render the aoil flue. Two objects will 
be accomplished by so doing—first, the 
manure itself will be made fluer, and 
second, the Oneness of the soil will result 
in better disintegration of the mineral 
elements existing therein, independently 
of the mauuie, and thus provide the 
plants with available food at the begin- 
ning and also throughout the growing 
season. Manure that is plowed under 
will be very useful at tho time the plants 
are maturing, but the more rapid the 
growth of the plants when young the 
greater their root power and feeding 
cap' city. 


IVAIiMTH AND MOISTURE. 


Xo crop should go into the ground 


until the soil is warm enough to germi- 
nate the seed. Corn that begins to grow 
aud is checked by a cold rain on cold 
suil will be thrown back in growth a 
week or two or perhaps more, and it is, 
therefore, better to wait a few days for 
the soil to become warm than to lose 
more valuable time in growth later. 
The waro-th will depend on the depth 
and fineness of the soil and its dryness. 
A. well plowed field that is properly 
drained will become warm several days 
sooner than one which has been plowed 
iti a caieless manner. The air enters a 
porussoil and the heat goes wherever the 
•Air can **nter. If the soil is fine the sur- 
plus water can ba more easily carried off, 
as it ptiaaea down to the subsoil and 
reaches the under drains sooner, but if 
the moisture remains near the surface by 
reason of shallow plowing the land will 
be cold until the season opens very warm, 
.it which period corn should then be well 
under way. The rule should be to plow 
as farly as Ihe soil will permit and keep 
it loose with the harrow. It is an old 
remark that no farmer can harrow a 
field too often. It may add to the ex- 
pense for labor, but the crop will be bet- 
ter enabled to derive plant food, moisture 
and warmth, as the fine soil stores water 
chat would be lost in summer oo hard 
soil and gives it to the plants when it is 
most required.—P/iila. Record.

Care of Hogs. 


It ia neither profitable nor always en- 


tirely safe to beep great numbers of bogs 
together. 
Besides the liability to disease 


getting among them, there is always a 
certainty that the stronger will crowd 
the weaker from their feeding places, so 
that the inequality in siM will increase 
instead of decreasing. In every litter 
there are always one or two weaklings 
that wei e born runts. The beat way to 
manage this is when the pigs are seven 
or eight weeks old, take out the strongest 
ones and wean them, giving them plenty 
of the best food that can be got to make 
growth. Then the runts left to suckle 
the sow alone will in two or three weeks 
more take a start that may make them 
as good as the others, so that in later life 
all can be fed together. No other feed, 
without the sow's milk, will do this, 
though such other feed should be given 
and the pigs be encouraged to eat all 
they can be made to eat —American 
Cultivator.
